2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the allowability 
resides in the overall structure and method as recited in independent claims. 13 and 1, 
respectively, and at least in part , because: 

Claim 1 recites: "a continuous electrically inactive conductor extending in one or more 
heat dissipating lavers of a dielectric body dielectrically spaced from and along a heat dissipating 
substrate"; and. 

Claim 13 recites: "dielectric material separating the inactive conductor from said heat 
generating substrate". 

The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of the 
respective independent claims, are believed to render said independent claims 1 and 13, and all 
claims dependent therefrom (Claims 2-7, 9-12, and 14-18) patentable over the art of record.
